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CHAPTER 81

AN ACT to create 97.685 of the statutes, relating to the sale of certain
utensils and providing a penalty.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

97.685 of the statutes is created to read:
97.685 SALE OF CERTAIN PAINTED UTENSILS. Any person

who sells, for the purpose of feeding live stock, any utensil painted with
a substance having a toxic effect upon live stock when taken orally shall
be punished as provided in s. 97.72 (3) .
